SOMEONE'S ACT OF BARBARISM

Post-Mortem Examination Showed
That Life Had Left the Littla Body
Before Being Cast Into the Water.
Four Providence Lads Made the
Ghastly Find While Playing Along
the Bank Yesterday.

Anotber aet which ean bes added to
the already large list of similar in-
homanities perpetrated in and about
the ity of late was the casting of an
infant’s dead body into the Lucka
wanna river, presumably at some
point above Providence. The remains
were found by four luds yesterday af-
ternoon while playing slong the river
bank near the Driving park bridge. It
developed later that the samo ghastly
find was made by two little girls a
weok Bgo, bat they were too frightened
to make the fact known,

Frank Lameroux, Eddie Howells,
Frank Clark and Tommy Labourn
found a 5-pound lard pail near the
water's edge and upon being kicked to
one side the partly decomponsd body
of a babe rolled ont upon the shore.
After hovering morbidly about the ob-
jeot for a moment the lade ran scross
the fislds to Main ayenus and notified
the police,

Coroner Kelley arrived later and
held an inqasst on the river bank after
impanneling the following jury:
George Bars, . J, Burke, F. Morris,
Jossph Hnléhum. Williamn Shay and
John Labourn, Apparently the [ehild
lind been old enough to have been
alive but  whether it bad been
drowned or not conld only
be determined by the post mortem test
whioh was made before the jury in the
Providence police station., The lungs
sank whon plaesd in the water, show-
ing that they had never contained uir,
but there remained a poseibility that
the little life may have been strangled
on its immediate admit Into the world,

Bubstantially the jury’s verdiot was
that the ehild was born dead. They
also cemsured parties unknown for
oasting the child ioto the river in &
barbarie fashion instoad of giviog it a
human burial.
